On the face of things 
both sHJes are uncompromising as ev- 
er, the struggle being merely post- 
poned. 


The Russian reply was delivered in 


the morning. At 3 o'clock the pleni- 
potentiaries met and agreed' to 'dis- 
cuss the conditions serriatim. 


The first condition, ,of secondary im- 


portance, was one of those which Rus- 
sia passed upon as conditionally ac- 
ceptable as a basis for discussion, yet 
little progress was made. Pour hours 
were spent In 'debating and at last no 
conclusion was reached. As there are 
twelve conditions, and this one is of 
minor importance the outlook is still 
gloomy.

Two weeks, 
ago the captains of : the • respective 
tribes met and shook hands and then 
messengers were sent out calling up- 
on, all Washoe and Piutes to- come and 
join in the festival that -means .the 
burying' of what has been one of the 
.most bitter feuds in the history of 
either- tribe. 


The white folks will be allowed to 


witness 'the weird Indian ceremonies 
and undoubtedly many people will 
avail themselves of the opportunity 
of being present. 
The captains and their lieutenants 


have called upon the -Indians .not to, 
drink or fight. These orders are strict 
and their enforcement will be insisted 
upon. For this reason no trouble is 
looked for.
